THIS is an hour when the individual American should be 
* vigilant, because our country is approaching a crisis of a 
kind never before experienced on this side of the Atlantic, I 
told the Nashville Rotary club Wednesday noon. 
, The federal government has ox- 
fpandcd ils activities until they reach 


Into ninny new lines of business. The 
federal debt is already several bil- 
lions greater than the peak of the 
World war. 


Because of the many needful and 


worth-while social reforms, such as 
old-ape pensions and the care of those 
physically unable lo work, Ihe slate 
and local governments are now being 
drawn into the federal program. 


All this merely means that less of 


America's enterprise is under private 
management and more of it is under 
public management.

Now thc problems of private enter- 


prise, taken as a whole, arc none of 
our business; for each one of us in 
this room today handles his own par- 
ticular business and expects the other 
fellow to handle his likewise. Private 
business solves ils problems some way 
or other because it has managers hired 
for that purpose, and they have to 
produce or get out. This is thc sys- 
tem that created modern America's 
wealth, and this is thc system that 
paid the taxes that made our Amer- 
ican government, for better or worse, 
what it is today. 


The United States is world-famous 


as a nation of individualists. 


On the other hand, we are notor- 


iously loose about the details of gov- 
ernment, and thc enforcement of law 
—all law. 


A disinterested man looking down 


from the planet Mars would say that 
the United 'States, with a 200-billion- 
dollar business, is throwing out the 
private managers who were very suc- 
cessful but got into tcmporay difficul- 
ty, and is putting in their place pub- 
Jic.,.Jnanngernn-wJ)pm the^ people rsoon, 
will forget. ' ' - 


That is the situation, if we measure 


the future by the past.

We have had other periods of in- 


flated governmental activity—but they 
were emergency periods, such as the 
World war. 


But I would point out to you for

Dear Sam: Like most youngsters

My job was to wrangle (lie mules 


Practically all the sleep 1 
got was in one of the jolting wagons 
in the daytime. At Picket Post I left 
the wagon train and walked to Globe, 
a distance of thirty miles. Soon after 
my arrival at Globe I got a job in a 
combination bakery and butcher shop 
operated by two brothers. 


I slept in the bakery and got up at 


2 a. m. to fire the oven so it would 
be ready when the baker came on 
duly two hours later. During the day- 
time I peddled meal in mining camps, 
often riding miles up mountain sides 
with a section of beef thrown across 
the front of my saddle. These trips 
were enjoyable. I made friends among 
lliosc big-hearted miners and often 
lurried to eat with them and to listen 
with a tenderfoot's 
amazement 
to 


their tales of adventures.

the bakery—a friendly but lazy brute 
that we had spoiled by petting. One 
night when I retired the cat 
was 


prowling around as usual looking for 
mice.

a. m., poured flour in the mixing bin, 
removed the lid from the yeast keg 
and was in the act of dipping up yeast 
when I noticed a surprised and puz- 
zled look spread over his face.

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Lower Tax On Cigarettes 


A BILL has been introduced in the Arkansas senate designe 
/* to reduce the state tax on cigarettes from five cents t 
three cents, the argument in support of the measure beini 
.that excessive tax not only tends to reduce consumption bu 
to promote bootlegging. 


1 
The author of the bill. Senator Clyde T. Ellis, cited fig 


ures to support his contention that a more moderate tax would 
produce more revenue for the state which is the object ol 
the tax. Using the states of Iowa, Kansas, Ohio and Utah as 
a basis for his calculations, Senator Ellis, points out that thesi 
states, with a two-cent tax have a per capita cigarette con 
sumption of 536 as compared with Arkansas' per capita con 
sumption of 160. In these four states the two-cent tax yield& 
slightly less than 60 cents per capita. A similar per capita 
yield in Arkansas would have produced $1,200,000 in 1934 as 
against the slightly more than $900,000 that was collected 
with- the live-cent tax. 


. , Cigarettes, like gasoline, are being taxed too much in 


proportion to the \alue of the. article. The five-cent tax is 
33 1-3 per cent of the Vetail sales price. The percentage on 
gasoJine is much higher. 
. "the theory, of course, is that there will be'consumption ot 
both cigarettes andnd gasoline, no matter how high the tax. 
The theory is workable, up to a certain level, ,but experience 
has taught that there is a point at which increased tax brings 
diminished returns in the way of public revenue, to say noth- 
ing afaont the temptation that is created to bootleg the taxed 
article.

Another interesting substance about 


which we have learned much ktely ir 
irpp. The-adminUtration of iron war 
found helpful in curing infants of an 
emja, and at the same time these chil- 
djren Buffered a great deal less frorr 
infections of nose and throat and dis 
turbances of the stomach. 


Eggs are a good source of iron. Liv- 


er is also a good source, but milk 
which for/t?s the bads of most infan' 
diets, does not contain much iron. 


A diet which gives the growing chile1 


the right substances must have a con 
fiderable amount of milk, certainl1 
from a pint to a quart daily: at leas 
a pound of well-assorted vegetables 
and also a pound cf such fruits as to- 
matoes, oranges bananas and apples 
or dried fruits 


It should also provide cereals, somr 


meat, fat and sugar, and a little cor: 
liver oil as an extra protection.

the man was correct. 


Connelly told me that he lost his job 


as faro dealer at Tucson and had come 
to Globe where he had heard gamb- 
ling was brisk. He failed to obtain 
work and in a few days he and Red 
found their funds running low. One 
night they came to me with a scheme 
they had hatched to rob a stage. Red 
acted as spokesman and swore me t 
secrecy. He assured me that I didn 
have to join them if I didn't want to 
but he added that he would kill m 
if I betrayed them. And I knew h 
meant exactly what he asid. 


The Wells-Fargo Express Co. often 


shipped money and bullion by stage 
An armed guard always accompaniec 
these shipments, sitting on top of the 
stage beside the driver. These guards 
were picked men, brave, quick-in ac- 
tion and dealt with the sawed-of 
shotguns which they carried. 


Red's plan was to rob the first stage 


leaving Globe with a heavy shipment 
of money. The part assigned to me 
in the dastardly plot was to engage a 
seat on top directly behind the guard 
and fire a bullet into his brain when 
Red and Connelly stepped from a 
place of concealment at a lonely spot 
on the road, and shouted "hands up." 


He Leaves Town 


The thought of committing such a 


crime horrified and sickened me; but 
I was afraid of Red and didn't have 
the courage to refuse to join him.
